Mighty Music Makers 


CDs play from the center to the edge, rotating at a speed 
varying from 400 times a minute at the beginning to 250 times 
a minute at the end. Read by a red light laser that makes over 
44,000 arithmetical calculations every second, the music on a 
CD is imprinted in the form of “pits” (small depressions of 
varying length) on a spiral track 3.52 miles long. Average CDs 
contain approximately 16,000,000,000 pits, each one about 700 
times smaller than a pinprick!
